As the sub- 
ject is important to many strangers, we publish it.

NEW YORK, 2!st July, 1827. 

Gentlemen--You are aware that a great many 
emigrants have arrived from Europe lately, in this 
city. A number of them have put to me such 
questions asthe following : 

ist. How long must I live in this country, be- 
fore [ become a citizen? My answer has been, I 
can’t tell; some say fourteen years, some say five 
years, and some say only three years 

2d IfI should live in the United States four- 
teen years, five years, or three years, and not de- 
clare my intentions, can I become a citizen till the 
number of years expire after 1 declare my inten- 
tion? My answer is, I am not certain. 

3d Ifa young man comes here when he is 19 
years old, does he become a citizen when he is 21, 
without declaring his intentions at all? I can’t tell. 

Will you have the gocdness gentlemen, to clear 
these questions up, at your lvisure, and oblige a 
subscriber ? Your servant A ScoreumMan. 

The following replies to the above questions we 
have obtained from satisfactory authority. 

Answer to first question.—Five years residence 
is required. 

To second question —There must be a five 
years’ residence after a declaration of intention to 
become a citizen, although a person may have pre- 
viously resided any number of years. 

To the third question.—A person arriving in 
this country, not over the age of eighteen, can be- 
come a citizen two years after arriving at the age 
of twenty-one, (say at the age of twenty-three 
years,) without having made a previous declara- 
tion.
